Vice-Chairman Belken called the Board meeting to order at 9:02 a.m. A quorum was declared.

Approval of Minutes - November 8,2018

Review of Population Reports

Vice-Chairman Belken reviewed the population reports. He noted that there are still over 1,600 backed up in
the county jails. As of today there were 1,624. With ADC, including all other facilities, there are 18,228 in ADC.
In ACC, the population report shows 2,033, and then we still have approximately 60,000 on parole and
probation. The offender deaths have gone down this month to 24 deaths.

Fiscal Report Update

Ms. Rachel Butler, Fiscal Support Specialist, updated the Board on the Fiscal Report. Ms. Butler reported that
effective July 1, 2018, we received funding of $297,310 for maintenance, operations, and travel for fiscal year
2019. As of October 31, 2018 we have spent $94,578.64 (32%) of the maintenance, operations, and travel
budget. At this time last year, the APB had spent 33% of the operating expense budget.

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Hearing Judge’s Report

Ms. Brooke Cummings, Executive Administrator, updated the Board on revocation hearings conducted
throughout the month of October 2018. Ms. Cummings reported to the Board that there were a total of 364
actions. That number includes 233 waivers signed, 69 individuals revoked from a hearing, and 302 total
revocations. The report also reflects 47 administrative revocations. Those are individuals that received new
time, and we revoked them without having a hearing.
